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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Applicant's 
representative agreed to rearrange the limitations in claims 1 and claim 30 in order to provide antecedent basis for 
claimed element of "said dielectric member" . In addition, claim 10 has been agreed to further limitaion of "at an angle 
less than 90 degrees with respect to the ground plane". Doing so would comply with 35 U.S.C, 112 second paragraph 
and overcome the cited art of record in order to place the application in a condition for allowance
